Assemblyman Byron Whittlngham 


was also present and spoke on the 
bills which had been presented in 
the interests of fish and game con- 
servation and agreed with Mr. Buell 
that in order to get anything thru 
the legislature It was necessary to 
have . some backing to show 
that 
the bill: was of some interest to the 
sportsmen. 
He stated that he wa» 


ready to do all he could to help the 
local men in, getting any reasonable 
legislation which they thought bene- 
ficial to the sporting interests. Mr. 
Whittinghain stated that the fish and 
game 
commission 
was 
spending 


about J225.000 a. year and urged the 
men to get together and see that this 
money was spent where it would do 
the most good. 
W. J. Conway explained some of 
the ways that this 
appropriation 


might benefit the local 
sportsmen 


and cited the difficulty of 
getting 


any satisfaction from the commission 
on any matters thru an individual 
effort.

Got Behind-th* ;7erman Lines. 


On September i-'i* ^ast Major Sibori, 


who '.vas the division gas ollicer of 
the Sovt'iiiy-seventh divisimi. wi jni out 
to the I:\HI. post at :he I'roul and from 
there undertook, with three men who 
had volunteered Cor the service, to lo- 
cate a certain position. 
They went 


over the top and worked their way as 
well as they ci.uild through all kinds of 
entanglements, artificial and natural. 
One of Sihert's men became lost, but 
later found his way t" a drlachineiil of 
engineers. Tlie major and his two re- 
maining volunteers then struck out 
straight north. 


Before long, to their surprise, they 


realized that they were well behind the 
German lines. 
Instantly three Ger- 


mans appeared round a corner 01 a 
knoll, an officer and two men. They 
irever will appear <m earth again. The 
Americans killed all three. 


The Americans than endeavored to 


make their way bark toward 
their 


own lines ami on the way they pii-kud 
up 
more German 
prisoners. 
loiter 


they gathered in others, for almost in 
every instance ihe Ami-ricaiis succeed- 
ed in getting the drop on the surprised 
enemy, although, before 
that day's 


Journey was ended the detachment had 
several severe lights and several close- 
shave escapes. 


Finally the little ouilit ran i n t o an 


American engineer platoon that also 
had 
got 
behind the 
German lines 


through some error of direction. 
The 


now enlarged detachment was making 
Its way up a hill toward the place 
where it was thought a French outfit 
was stationed. It was opened ou with 
heavy fire. 
The men broke fur some 


dugouts, losing several in dead and 
wounded. 


One of Sibrrt's original volunteers 


had a hole in tho .side of his head and 
died an hour afterward. 
Several of 


the German prisoners were killed by 
the five of their own people. 


Gallant Deed of the Unknown Man. 
Major Sibert called for two volun- 


teers to crawl through to the Ameri-' 
can lines so that word could be passeii 
to the artillery to get busy on a cer- 
tain German battery, and also to in- 
form the Americans of the exact posi- 
tion of the little lost contingent. 


One of the men who volunteered 


was one of the three original privates 
who had volunteered in tlie first in- 
stance to go with Major Sibert on his 
perilous errand. 
As will be remem- 


bere'cl, one of these three original vol- 
untcfers got lost on the way and an- 
other was 
killed. This 
third 
man 


made his way through terrific fire back 
to the American lines and performed 
successfully bis perilous errand. 


It is for this man, name unknown, 


Major Sibert just' now is searching. 
He wants him to get his decoration. 
Eventually his name probably will be 
made known and If alive he may get 
the medal that he deserves, and if 
dead his parents may be given it in his 
place.
